Weyerhaeuser growing yew trees for cancer research 


By Don Geiss 

Weyerhacuser is growing millions 
of yew trees in a cooperative effort 
with Bristol-Meyers Squibb to aid the 
National Cancer Institute (NCI) in its 
anti-cancer research, 

The yew tree has been found to 
contain a substance called taxol which 
has shown itself to be a promising 
anti-cancer agent, Taxol is currently 
being evaluated in clinical trials of 
ovarian, melanoma, breast, lung and 
othercancers, Dr, Zola Horivitz, vice- 
president of licensing for Bristol- 
Meyers Squibb, said, “Our chief 
mission is to provide NCI with the 
taxol it needs for clinical trials and for 
treating Ovarian cancer patients.” 

According to Dick Piesch, 
Weyerhacuser’s taxol project 
manager, the Federal Drug 


Administration (FDA) has recently 
designated the bark of the Pacific yew 
tree as the only approved source of 
taxol. The tree has in the past been 
considered usciess for any type of 
wood production, Many years ago, a 
variety in Europe was used for bows 
and arrows, but up to the point where 
taxol was discovered, it wasconsidered 
as trash during a lumbering operation, 


Rodger Anger, Grayling 
Weyerhaeuser Structurwood Plant 
General Manager, said, 


“Weyerhaeuser has always done this 
type of thing. Our research and 
development has always been used in 
our primary mission of growing trees 
and has often resulted in learnings and 
breakthrough in other industries such 
as silviculture, genetics, and 
development work such as this taxol 


project.” 

Conor Boyd, vice-president of the 
company’s Washington Timberlands, 
said, “The agreement (with Bristol- 
Meyers Squibb) calls for 
Weyerhaeuser to apply decades of 
irce growing expertise and technology 
to develop a dependable supply of 
taxol through yew cultivation to help 
fight cancer.” 

Piesch said that the trecs are 
currently being grown in the 
company’s nurseries and varictics from 
all over the world are being utilized, 
including some from Michigan. The 
processing for taxol will be done by 
Houser Chemical Company in 
Colorado and will determine taxol 
content in various parts of the tree and 
in the different varicties. 

Last year, 5,000,000 rooted cuttings 


were planted and Piesch indicated that 
some ten million would be pianted in 
1993. 

It is impossible to speculate about 
the amount of taxol producing material 
will be required for medical treatment 
in the future. The company believes 
the best, most economical answer to 
the supply question is large-scale 
domestic cultivation such as a tree 
nursery setting. It is conducting 
rescarch to determine the best 
propagation practices such as the 
nurseries, hedges, or in plantations. 


Piesch said, “It is very rewarding 
for us involved in the program that the 
investment the company has made in 
tree growing research can now be used 
in solving an important human health 
problem,”
